Is  there  anything  that  can  he  written  or  said  about  'The  Duke’  that 

isn’t  redundant? 

•  He  was  born  in  Winterset,  Iowa,  weighing  in  at  13  pounds. 

•  Like  Indiana  Jones,  he  was  named  after  his  dog. 

•  The  family  moved  to  Glendale,  California. 

•  He  had  a  football  scholarship  to  University  of  Southern  CA  (USC) 
in  1925;  joined  Sigma  Chi  fraternity.  After  2  years,  an  injury  took 
him  off  the  field  and 

ended  his  scholarship. 

•  He  worked  as  an  extra  and  prop  man  and  met  John  Ford. 

•  Raoul  Walsh  gave  him  his  first  leading  role  (The  Big  Trail  - 
1930  -  dud). 

•  After  a  decade  of  B  movies,  Ford  gave  him  a  break  in  Stagecoach 
(1939)  as  the  Ringo  Kid. 

•  He  made  over  175  films. 

•  He  was  diagnosed  with  lung  cancer  in  1964;  he  beat  it.

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Silver  may  be  the  meal  ticket 

It  is  no  secret  worldwide  market  demand  for  silver  has  been  growing,  yet 
silver  supplies  and  prior  government  hoards  are  being  depleted.  The  U.S. 
government,  who  currently  buys  silver  at  prevailing  world  prices  stopped 
mintage  of  coinage  in  mid-January  due  to  a  demand  for  7.4  million  ounces 
and  a  lack  of  the  required  precious  metal.  They  continued  production  and 
were  able  to  meet  the  February  sales  demand  of  3.4  million  ounces  of  Silver 
Eagle  coins.  Point  being,  silver  is  hard  to  get  and  even  the  US  Mint 
sometimes  gets  its  numbers  wrong. 

On  the  production  side  of  the  equation.  Bob  Archer,  CEO  of  Great  Panther 
Silver  Ltd  stated  “77%  of  silver  produced  globally  comes  as  a  result  of  mining 
for  other  metals  and  is  largely  a  byproduct".  In  fact  many  large  mining 
companies  have  taken  this  “after  thought"  approach  as  an  actual  strategy. 

The  few  companies  that  invest  great  deals  into  large  silver  mines,  about  30 
or  so  in  the  world,  are  seeing  “a  ripple  effect,  increasing  labor  cost,  material 
cost  and  lead  times  are  making  capital  cost  so  much  higher".  Companies  are 
actually  rethinking  investment  decisions,  limiting  silver  production  w'hich 
over  the  long  run  will  constrain  the  chance  of  a  significant  supply. 

Industrial  demand  is  however,  anticipated  to  remain  consistent  over  the  next 
few  years,  with  silver  cost  insignificant  to  the  price  of  the  final  product.  53% 
of  global  silver  demand  is  used  in  industrial  products,  according  to  the  Silver 
Institute  in  Washington.  15%  of  the  global  supply  is  currently  utilized  in  the 
solar  panel  industry,  accounting  for  approximately  130  million  ounces.  It  is 
even  possible  that  a  global  economic  recover,  will  further  boost  demand  and 
this  year's  supposed  silver  surplus  will  quickly  turn  into  a  silver  deficit. 

So,  Why  has  investing  in  silver  become  the  favored  trend?  Simple,  Silver  is 
cheap.  Silver  is  currently  priced  at  barely  half  its  nominal  high,  making  it 
affordable  to  the  average  investor  looking  to  protect  the  value  of  a  long-term 
investment. 

Wben  the  value  of  money  erodes  and  inflation  makes  headlines,  what 
lifestyle  protection  purchase  can  be  made  for  panicked  investors,  who  can’t 
afford  gold  and  are  watching  their  purchasing  power  decline  relentlessly? 

KEEP  IN  MIND 

•  Debt  is  increasing,  currency  supply  is  increasing,  silver  and  gold 
prices  are  increasing. 

•  There  is  no  current  global  political  power  willing  to  make  changes  to 
the  system,  at  least  not  until  a  crisis  forces  change  upon  us.
